Checker Version 3.0 replaces the previous DOS-based version of Checker, and is Y2K- 
compliant Checker allows public users to check sequence listings in Computer Readable form 
(CRF) before submitting them to the United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTOl 
Use of Checker prior to filing the sequence listing is expected to result in fewer crrored sequence 
listings, thus saving time and money.
